Founders Seek Bradford House Lease 


With the fate of the Bradford 
House hanging in the balance, 
concerned citizens of the City of 
Placentia have banded together to 
Teactivate the Placentia Founders 
Seciety and petition the Placentia 
City Council to lease the home to the 


organization for $1 a year, it was 
reported this week. 
Formal application was made 


Tusdav night at the time called by 
the council either for bids to relocate 
the 6,000 square foot home or to 


demolish 1 
A ariey of activity has been 
evident among civic leaders in 


opposition to the house’s demise 
since city council members voted 
unanimously to accept bids to 
dissolve the Bradford House 
problem. Among the areas of 
concern has been a public vote on 
the April, 1976 ballot which 
indicated that tax payer money not 
be spent to save the home. 

The citizens group would depend 


a 
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on private endeavors. 

Scheduled to appear before the 
city council was local attorney 
Robert Whitmore. who has been 
assisting the Founders — with 
reestablishment of the organization, 
lending legal counsel and serving as 
an ex officio member of the board. 

Other activity has included the 
beginning of ‘‘Friends of the 
Bradford House’’ to raise money by 
$10 personal subscripions to pay the 
insurance on the home, one of the

Jack-in-The-Box Unanimously Denied 


A Jack-in-the-Box drive-through 
restaurant that could petition to 
operate 24 hours a day, was 
resoundingly turned down last week 
by a unanimous vote of the Placentia 
Planning Commission in front of a 
room full of approving parents and 
neighbors. 

The fast food establishment is 
seeking to locate in the Sierra Vista 
Shopping Center at the corner of 
Bastanchury Road and Placentia 
Avenue, directly across the street 


from Sierra Vista Elementary 
School. 

Fhe audience, packing the City 
Hall chambers voiced their objec- 
tions to establishment of the eating 
place in the center and in such close 
proximity to the school. Youngsters, 
it was pointed out, use the sidewalks 
around the center to exit and enter 
the school facility. 

Several spokesmen from the 
neighborhood brought along peti- 


tions...one’ with 61 signatures, 


another 3/7 and a third 20. Planning 
commission chairman Lee Van 
Gorden hesitated to accept them but 
was reassured by City Attorneys 
Charles Post Ill that it was not an 
improper procedure. 

Speakers also included a repre- 
sentative from the Sierra Vista PT.\ 
as well as a dozen neighborhood 
spokesmen. Ed Mier, speaking ior 
the Placentia Unified School 
District, pointed out that Placentia 
Avenue is ‘‘now pushing 8,000 cars 


a day.’ and predicted that the 
problem would be further aggravat- 
ed by the addition of a drive-through 
restaurant. 

Other speakers and commission 
members mentioned the internal 
shopping center traffic problems 


that might be generated by the 
eating establishment and one 
spokesman called the restaurant 


‘an attractive nuisance.”

The new rate. the firm estimates, 
would increase the cost of an 
average trip (three miles) from $2.40 
to $3.20. a difterence af SO cents.

Undergrounding Utilities 


An underground utility district on 
Chapman Avenue, stretching from 
Placentia Avenue to 138 feet east of 
Anned Drive was scheduled for a 
public hearing Tuesday night before 
City Council. 


The undergrounding, which is 
expected to be completed by August 
1, 1978. is anticipated to cost 
approximately $224,000 for electri- 
cal and telephone lines involved. 

Affected by the undergrounding 
are several parcels around the 
Chapman widening project running 
from Murray Street to Anned Drive. 


Estimated costs of underground- 
ing are $700 for a medical office 
building at 530 West Chapman 
owned by Bob Snell; $300 for the 
Marcos Yorba building at 415 West 
Chapman Avenue; $300 for the 
Refugio Rios home, 101 South 
Melrose and $300 for the Thomas 


Munoz home, 220 West Chapman. 
The lesser amount represents 
telephone only and the greater. 
telephone and electricity. 


The other properties involve 
buildings where the front structures 
are scheduled to be demolished. The 
assessment for Peter Laborde’s 
properties is estimated at $550 and 
for Mamie P. Daniels, 209 West 
Chapman $1,070. Laborde proper- 
ties run from 211 to 223 West 
Chapman including four separate 
buildings. 


Included in the proposed district 
would be the modification of nine 
existing street lights between 
Anned and Angelina Drives 
converting them from the Cobra 
type to the Mission Bell. Cost to the 
city for the conversion is expectecd 
to be $3,600. :

Curling was eventually transport- 
ed, according to the reports, to UCI 
Mecial Center for treatment of his 
wounds and the police officers 
injured went to Placentia-Linda 
Community Hospital.
